| At Least $40,000 More Must 


Be Subscribed Before Com- 
mittee Can Adequately 
Cope With the. Situation, 
Says Paxon. 


An urgent appeal for $40,000 addi- 
tional to the fund already subscribed 
for the fire fund and an emphatic state- 
ment that $100,000 must be secured 
before the relief organization is able 
to cope with the situation, was issued 
yesterday afternoon by F. J. Paxon, 
chairman of the relief committee. He 
stated that so far only 300 persons had 
responded to the call for finances. 

‘Immediate relief,” says Mr. Paxon 
in his appeal, “that is for a period of 
twenty-four hours, is being handled. 
Many families will have to be cared 
for a week or more until they can get 
on their feet. Many of the best peo- 
ple of the middle class have lost 
everything. 

“The bulk of the losers are not beg- 
gars, and must be helped. Carpenters 
have lost their tools: we must furnish 
them with tools so they will not be a 
drain on the community. Dressmak- 
ers and sewing women have lost their 
machines. The machines must be re- 
placed, else the women will be pau- 
perized. Thus runs the story in in- 
numerable cases.” 

In connection with the appeal, a 
tribute was paid the women of Atlanta 
for their noble response to the need of 
the fire sufferers. 

‘Many noble women of our city are 
helping to the very uttermost of thelr 
ability; they are doing more than their 
share, and the Atlanta public will 
never know how greatly it is indepted 
to these women who have laid aside 
all household and social duties to aid 
their brothers and sisters,” he writes.

Waite Greets Death 


In Electric Chairl 


Young Dentist, Who . 
fessed to Cold -Blooded 


Murder of Rich Father - in- 


Law, Is Executed. 


Ossining, N. T., May 24.— Dr. Arthur 
Warren Waite was executed at Sing 
Sing prison at 11:10 o’clock tonight for 
the murder of his father-in-law, John 
E. Peck, of Grand Rapids, Mich. 

The young dentist walked calmly 
and with a firm step from his cell to. 
the death chamber, accompanied by the 
Rev. A. N. Peterson, Protestant chap- 
lain of the prison. He faltered, how- 
ever, as he neared the electric chair, 
but recovered quicly and nodded to the 
group of physicians, prison officials 
and others who had assembled 2 wit- 
nesses. 

Waite submitted quietly to the or- 
deal of being strapped into the chair, 
and went to his death without a word 
of protest or good-bye. Three shocks 
were administered within four min- 
utes. 4 

NO Farewell Message. 

The two hours before his death Waite 
spent in prayer with his spiritual ad- 
viser. Just before 11 o’clock the cler- 
xgyman asked the condemned man if 
there was any one to whom he wished 
to send a message of farewell. 

“No, thank you, doctor,” Waite. re- 
plied, with a smile, “there really is no 
one to whom I care to send a farewell 
message.” 

“Not even to your mother,” queried 
Mr. Peterson. No, sir, to none,” was 
the answer. 

The chaplain declared that Waite, 
who confessed that he had poisoned 
his wealthy father-in-law in the ex- 
pectation that his wife would obtain 
a large share of the wealthy Mr. Peck's 
estate, seemed to look upon his ap- 
proaching doom as a wonderful ad- 
venture. 

Not once during the day did Dr. 
Waite lose his composure. He main- 
tained the same smiling indifference 
that has marked his stay of almost a 
year in the death house. 

Parting With Brother. 

Waite sald farewell to his brother, 
Frank A. Waite, at 6 o’clock. The 
brothers had spent nearly the entire 
afternoon vogether talking over family 
matters. 

All that Dr. Waite said at parting 
was: “Well, good-bye, Frank.“ 

They clasped hands for a moment. 
Tears sprang to the brother’s eyes, but 
Waite's eyes were dry and there was 
a smile on his lips. 

Frank Waite returned to New York 
after making arrangements with an 
undertaker in Ossining to take Dr. 
Waite’s body after the execution. He 
refused to say where the body will be 
buried, but said it would not be sent 
to Grand Rapids. 

The prison physician ay Fhe ni 
m the afterndén "ahd was ait 
to find his temperature and pulse ex- 
actly normal. He said this was the 
most remarkable instance of “nerve” 
he had ever seen in a condemned man, 
and he has examined more than forty 
on the day before they went to the 
chair. 

Waite was awakened at 6 o'clock 
this morning, after a night of sound 
sleep. During the day he ate three 
hearty meals. At suppertime the prin- 
cipal keeper asked him if he desired 
any special dish in view of the fact 
that it was to be his last meal. 

“No, I think not,” Waite replied, aft- 
er some deliberation. 


NO ITALIAN STEAMERS 
SUNK DURING WEEK 


Rome, May 24.—(Via Paris.) No 
Italian steamers were sunk by subma- 
rines during the week ending May 20. 
One was attacked by gun fire and 
sustained some damage. Only two sail- 
ing ships, both under 300 tons, were 
lost during the same period. 

During the week 460 ships repre- 
senting a tonnage of 475,000, entered 
Italian ports, and 387, representing 
413,000 tons, left. 


During the week ending May 13 
two Italian steamers under 1,900 tons 
each and seven small sailing craft 
were sunk, Some fishing boats also 
were lost.

ALL COUNTER ATTACKS 
REPULSED BY ITALIANS 


Comparative Quiet Prevails 
Western Front in 
France Save for Intense 
Artillery Duels. 


New York, May 24-—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—On a front of nearly 10 miles 
on the Carso plateau, the Italian 
troops simashed the Austrian line hard 
and taken various positions. from the 
town of Castagnavizza to the head of 
the Gulf of Triest. In their renewal 
of their offensive, the Italians received 
valuable aid from some of the nine 
British batteries that have hauled their 
big guns down to the Isonzo front to 
help in the efforts aimed at the con- 
quest of Triest, Austria's big seaport 
on the Adriatic. 

Not alone were the Italians sticcess- 
ful in capturing numerous points of 
vantage, but more than 9,000 Austrian 
prisoners, including officers in excess 
of 300, were taken. The Austriang are 
declared to have been taken completely 
by eurprise by the sudden onslaught 
of the Italians, who, diverting atten- 
tion from the southern end of the 
Isonzo line, had struck a hard blow to 
the north. When, however, the Aus- 
trians recovered from their surprise 
they launched heavy counter attacks, 
but the Italians tenaciously held the 
ground they had won. 

The new advance of the Italians 
brings them appreciably nearer Triest, 
which, from the lower part of the line, 
is less than 10 miles away. The ground 
traversed and yet to be passed over is 
difficult for military operations, and 
even with other successful advances, 
such as the last one, the objective of 
the Italians will not be attained except 
by fighting of a most desperate nature.

Rome, May 24.—Via London)—lItalian 
forces yesterday broke through the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian lines from Castagnavizza 
to the sea, taking more than 9,000 pris- 
oners, says an official statement issued 
today by the Italian war department. 

The Italian war office announced that 
Italian forces had occupied part of the 
area south of the Castagnavizza-Bosco- 
malo road, had passed Boscomalo and 
had captured the town of Jamiano and 
strong heights east of Pietrarossa and 
Bagni. 


The Italian official statement said 
that the Austro-Hungarians were at 
first surprised and nonplussed.

Noe Farewell Message.

“No, thank you, doctor,” Waite re- 
plied, with a smile, “there really is no 
one to whom I care to send a farewell

Comparative Quiet Prevails 

on Western Front in 
France Save for Intense 
Artillery Duels. 


New York, May 24-—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—On a front of nearly 10 miles 
on the Carso plateau, the Italian 
troops smashed the Austrian line hard 
and taken various positions. from the 
town of Castagnavizza to the head of 
the Gulf of Triest. In their renewal 
of their offensive, the Italians received 
valuable aid from some of the nine 
British batteries that have hauled their 
big guns down to the Isonzo front to 
help in the efforts aimed at the con- 
quest of Triest, Austria's big seaport 
on the Adriatic. 

Not alone were the Italians stuccess- 
ful in capturing numerous points of 
vantage, but more than 9,000 Austrian 
prisoners, including officers in excess 
of 300, were taken. The Austrians are 
declared to have been faken completely 
by eurprise by the sudden onslaught 
of the Italians, who, diverting atten- 
tion from the southcrn end of the 
Isonzo line, had struck a hard blow to 
the north. When, however, the Aus- 
trians recovered from their surprise 
they launched heavy counter attacks, 
but the Italians tenaciously held the 
ground they had won. 

The new advance of the Italians 
brings them appreciably nearer Triest, 
which, from the lower part of the line, 
is less than 10 miles away. The ground 
traversed and yet to be passed over is 
difficult for military operations, and 
even with other successful advances, 
such as the last one, the objective of 
the Italians will not be attained except 
by fighting of a most desperate nature.

ITALIANS BREAK 
AUSTRIAN LINES; 
9,000 CAPTURED 


Rome, May 24.—Via London)—Italian 
forces yesterday broke through the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian lines from Castagnavizza 
to the sea, taking more than 9,000 pris- 
oners, says an official statement issued 
today by the Italian war department. 

The Italian war office announced that 
Italian forces had occupied part of the 
area south of the Castagnavizza-Bosco- 
malo road, had passed Boscomalo and 
had captured the town of Jamiano and 
strong heights east of Pietrarossa and 
Bagni. 

The Italian official statement said 
that the Austro~Hungarians were at 
first surprised and nonplussed. To- 
wards evening they launched counter 
attacks, but were repulsed. 

Italian airplanes numbering 130 
dropped ten tons of bombs on the Aus- 
tro-Hungarians.

“On the Carso yesterday after ten 
hours of violent bombardment the gal- 
lant troops of the third army assaulted 
and broke through the well-organized 
lines of the enemy from Castagnavizza 
to the sea. While we were heavily en- 
gaging the enemy on our left our 
troops, after carrying enemy trenches 
in the center and on the right, occu- 
pied part of the area south of the Cas- 
tagnavizza - Boscomaio road passed 
Boscomalo and captured Jamiano, the 
important and strongly fortified 
heights of Hill 92, one’ kilometer east 
of Pietrarossa; Hill 77, Hill 58, Bag- 
ni and Hill 21.

It ia deemed cer- 
tain, at least, that tme aggregece tax 
burden will not be increased and that 
the committee will not consider adding 
the extra estimates of $445,000,000 re- 
ently submitted by the treasury depart- 
ment. Short-term bonds to take care of 
the millions by which the total levy for 
this year probably will be reduced ap- 
parently is generally favored. 

Chairman Simmons announced after 
today’s 2 that the committee had 
agreed to the following changes in the 
house measure:

Georgia Post Gets One of the 
Three New Medical 
Schools. 


Washington, May 24.—New army 
medical schools will be, established at 
Fort Oglethorpe, Ga.; Fort: Riley, Kan.; 
Fort Benjamin, Ind., and possibly Leon 
Springs, Texas, for training the thou- 
sands of doctors who will be needed 


when the war armies are mobilized. An 
official statement issued today says 5,- 
000 men are needed now and that the 


‘services of 10,000 more will be reduir- 


ed by the end of the year. 

To decentralize the educational work 
and train doctors for special branches 
of the profession three new divisions 
of the army medical corps have been 
created. They are the division of san- 
itary inspection, under Colonel Freder- 
cik P. Reynolds; the division of hos- 
pitals and hospital 1 under 
Colonel James B. Glennan, and the 
vision of medical Ar instruction, 
under Colonel Edward L. Munson, all 
three divisions ene under the gener- 
al supervision of Colonel Henry R. Bir- 
mingham. 

Hach of the camps will accommo- 


‘date 600 doctors during the training 


course and the three in Georgia, Kan- 
sas and Indiana will be ready June 1. 
The first four weeks will be devoted 
to instructing the doctors as to duties 
of enlisted men of the hospital serv- 
ice, the second month to medical offi- 
cers’ course and the third to field 
work which can be omitted if the emer- 
‘gwency requires. The doctors must in 
turn train 60,000 enlisted men in hos- 
pital work.

IGALREADY AT WAR 


Foreign Minister Pecanha 
Says Formal Statement Is {4 
Not Necessary, as State 
of War Has Been Forced 
on Country. 


Rio Janeiro, May 24.—Foreign Min- 
ister Nilo Pecanha declared in the 
council of ministers, according to 
newspapers, that it was not necessary 
for Brazil to declare war on Germany 
because she had been virtually forced 
into a state of war by circumstances. | 
He said that the torpedoing of the Bra- 
zilian steamer Tijuca did not essen- 
tially modify the situation created by 
the destruction of the Parana. 

Senhor Pecanha said that, in regard 
to co-operation between Brazil and the 
United States, the government should 
devote its entire attention to military 
and naval organization, especially with 
respect to collaborating with the 
United States in the policing of the 
south ‘Atlantic, and should prepare for 
any eventuality. . After the meeting 
of the council Senhor Pecanha was 
asked as to the possibility of Brazil 
declaring war on Germany. The min- 
ister replied: Brazil declares war on 
nobody. She defends herself. It is 
Germany which declares war on all 
neutrals.” 

Facts Before Senate. 

Senhor Pecanha will send to the 
chamber of deputies and the senate to- 
day the result of the inquiry into the 
sinking of the Tijuca. He will also 
furnish details of the diplomatic ex- 
changes regarding the international 
situation. The comments of the news- 
‘papers indicate a hardening of public 

opinion on the neecssity of declaring 
war against Germany as a step to ef- 
fect the solidarity of 3 policy 
with that of the United States. The 
Jornal do Commercio says: 

“In the presence of German barbari- 

ty there are two attitudes to choose 
from, either co- -operation in the cause 
of liberty, or the humiliation of Brazil. 
Brazil will not humiliate herself. Our 
government is not free to declare war; 
that is for congress to decide, but the 
government is fortified by the confi- 
dence of the entire country. It is not 
the torpedoing of the Tijuca which has 
determined the firm attitude of the 
Brazilian government, that is the con- 
sequence of more elevated considera- 


tions. 


* 


Neutrallty Ended. 

“Our neutrality is ended. We are 
not yet in war, but we are aligned with 
and for America, and we will enter 
freely into a state of belligerency with- 
out considering for a moment an alli- 
ance with Europe. Such is our point 
of view at present. The sequel de- 
pends not on the government, but on 
congress, and the nation waits for con- 
gress to do its duty as the government 
has indicated it.“ 

The Corrieo de Manha:says: 

“The action of the United States was 
inspired by the supreme interests of 
civilization. This circumstance places 
American intervention, with which we 
associate ourselves today on a supe- 
rior plane. We have become deliberate 

borators in American policy.” 

G. Paiz considers the torpedoing of 
the Tijuca of secondary importance 
compared with events which preceded 
it. “The torpedoing,” says the paper, 
“will net oblige us to make a theatrical 
declaration of war against Germany, 
but it will oblige us to take measures 
of national defense which Germany can 
interpret as she may.”

The enlistment of 40,000 voluntéers 
in the regular army from Georgia be- 
fore conscription begins would obvi- 
ate the necessity of the draft in this 


i i state and would give Georgia the high- 


est patriotic record in the United States, 
Captain G. V. Heidt, of the army re- 


eruiting office, told newspaper men on. 


Wednesday. 

Captain Heidt has. just returned from 
a trip of inspéttion’ to Athens and to 
Augusta recruiting points,and is dis- 
appointed with the showing made over 
the entire state in the past few days. 
He is a native Georgian, and needless 
to say, is anxious for Georgia to. have 
a high standing among her sister com- 
mon wealths. - 

“There would be no necessity for 
conscription if we could get the men 


who will eventually-have to go as mem-'| 1; 


bers of the war army, as the conscrip- 
tion army is being called, to volunteer 
for the regular army before conscrip- 
tion becomes a fact. These men who 
are joining the regulars are not only 
doing a patriotic duty to their state 
and country, but will get the cream of 


the commissioned and non-commission-. 


ed ranks and will eventually command 
the conscripted army.” 
Good Places Are Open. 

According to Captain Heidt, under the 
reorganization of the army which 
woes into effect at once, 300 non- 
commissioned officers will be pro- 
moted to commissions and about 18,000 
non-commissioned officers will be ap- 
pointed. The non-commissioned offi- 
cers are to be ,.pickéd from the men 
who have volunteered ‘and who will 
volunteer in the next few weeks. In 
other words, promotion is practically 
assured for the man who enlists now, 
and the surest way to cinch a place as 
private in the rear rank is to wait for 
conscription. 

Lieutenant Colvocoresses, in charge 
of marine corps recruiting offices, was 
- exceptionally well pleased Thursday 
with the character of the men who are 
enlisting with the “soldiers of the sea” 
organization. Since it has become cer-

TIME TO DO SOMETHING! 


We publish elsewhere an interesting spe- 
cial from our Washington correspondent pre- 
senting an interview with Director Page, of 
the public roads and rural engineering bu- 
reau of the United States department of 
agriculture. 

It will be recalled ‘that several days ago 
Engineer Hazlehurst, of Atlanta, published 
over his signature a statement attributing 
to Director Page certain expressions which, 
insofar as these expressions criticised the 
Georgia highway commission, Mr. Page says 
are “unfounded, unauthorized and incor- 
rect.” 

Then Director Page goes on to explain 
the situation with reference to the relation 
between the state of Georgia and its part of 
the federal aid fund. 

From the statement of Director Page, it 
appears that it is the state itself and not its 
highway commission that is to blame for the 


|. slow progress being made in the work of 


highway improvement under the federal aid 
act. 


Mr. Page suggests that when the legis- 


lature meets in June “it give most earnest 


attention to ways and means of upholding | 


and strengthening the highway commission 
in its work.” 

Since the ruling of this bureau is largely 
conclusive in road matters, The Constitution 
calls the special attention of the members 
of the legislature-elect to the statement of 
Director Page, with the hope that something 
may be done at the approaching session to 
acquit the state, of the responsibility for 
further delay in getting the benefit of its 
part of the federal aid appropriation.

THE FARMER AND THE PRESS. 


We present elsewhere on this page a 
striking communication from C. S. Barrett, 
the well-known Georgian who is president 
of the Farmers’ Education and Co-opera- 
tive Union of America, in which he deals 
with a communication published in The 
Constitution a few days ago from W. H. 
Harris, of Fort Valley, who, in a good na- 
tured way, took the position that the farm- 
ers did not want newspaper advice as to 
what they should do and how they should 
do it, and who mildly suggested that what 
the farmers really want is to be let alone.” 

The Constitution, in commenting upon 
Mr. Harris’ letter, endeavored to show the 
weakness of his position, but it was impos- 
sible for us to present the matter as strik- 
ingly as Mr, Barrett has done—for he 
speaks as a representative farmer whose 
service in behalf of the betterment of agri- 
cultural conditions is recognized not only 
here in Georgia where he lives, but in every 
state in the Union. 

The mistake that Mr. Harris made. was 
in assuming that farmers do not take seri- 
ously suggestions from those who are not 
technically familiar with conditions con- 
cerning which they write—he taking it for 
‘granted that the newspapers assume the 
role of advisers from their own experience, 
when in reality they are simply presenting 
the judgment of the expert thought and best 
wisdom of the world in matters concerning 
which they give advice. 

In other words, the newspapers are sim- 
ply the mediums through which the farmers 
are reached and aided in development along 
all lines of interest to agriculture. . 

In the matter of the development of the 
cattle industry, for instance, The Constitu- 
tion first took up this movement in Georgia, 
not because it personally knew anything 
about the cattle industry, but because we 
were tremendously impressed with the fact 
that millions of dollars were being sent out 
of this state annually for meats that could 
just as well be produced here, and for food- 
stuffs for man and beast that could be 
grown here in Georgia under equally as 
good conditions as any other part of the 
country. We saw that the great cattle 
ranges, of the west were necessarily being 
broken up into small farms on account of 
the steadily-increasing demand of new set- 
tlers in that part of the country for farm 
lands. We realized that up to that time 
the Georgia farmer on a few hundred acres 
could not compete on a small scale with 
cattle-raising on extensive ranges, covering 

perhaps hundreds of miles in area. But we 

knew that, acre fom acre, or mile for mile, 
the Georgia farmer had just as good an 
opportunity in the markets of the world as 
the westerner, and that when it came to 
supplying the Georgia market he had in- 
finitely a better opportunity to profit by 
going into this industry. 

And so The Constitution undertook, not 
to advise the Georgia farmer as to the 
details of procedure, but to present to him 
from day to day, and from month to month, 
year in and year out, just what the opportu- 
nities were and to urge him to take advan- 
tage of them. We gathered the opinions 
of men whose expert advice on the subject 
gave their judgment the credentials of 
authority. The Constitution did not pretend 
to know of the details of breeding or cross- 
breeding, nor of the many things that per- 
tained technically to profitable cattle-rais- 
ing, but we did know how to get expert advice 
from those whose judgment would be 
valuable.

To Effective Work of The Constitution 


Editor Constitution: Your editorial in The 
Constitution of Wednesday entitled 
Press and the Farmer,” based on the card of 
Mr. W. H. Harris, of Fort Valley, Ga., has 
attracted my attention.

And so he passes them on, as he ought 
to do. Farmers owe much to editors and 
others, and in no occupation can one afford 
to get “biggity” with the idea that he knows 
all about his own business, for no man 


alive, whatever his trade or business, knows ) 


the last word about his own occupation. It 
is a good thing to listen well, to read much, 
and then to use as much of the knowledge 
gained as can be applied profitably to one’s 
business. 

“A Great Pioneer.” 

The Constitution has been one of the great 
pioneers in the south, concerning two im- 
portant matters that are of interest to every 
southern farmer: 

I refer to diversified farming and to good 
roads, both of which, taken together, are 
making the farmer of the south independent. 
I remember very well when years ago

Such 
was my belief in the supreme importance of 
the League to Enforce Peace then—and your 
masterful exposition of the purposes, aims, 
methods and achievements of the organiza- 
tion tremendously enhanced my appreciation 
and deepened my conviction of the necessity 
for the organization of a permanent league 
of nations at the close of the present war.

Plan for Rebuilding 
Used in Other Cities 
Suggested by Brown 


Among the plans suggested for rebuilding 
the burned area of the city, one suggested 
by A. Ten Eyck Brown, the architect, in a 
letter to Mayor Candler is, at least, worthy of 
thoughtful consideration. Mr. Brown ad- 
vises that, instead of the re-erection of iso- 
lated dwellings on individual lots, the owners 


of each block form a corporation for rebuild- 
ing the block, the cost being prorated among 
them according to the value of. the neiding 


each. 

An apartment house could thus be located 
in the center of each block with apartments 
of varying sizes, from three to six rooms 
each, or if groups of small houses were pre- 
ferred, they could be built in accordance with 
some agreed plan looking to harmony and 
beauty, of high-class fire-proof construction 
with a central heating plant and, where fea- 
sible, a central kitchen and dining room. in 
this way small open spaces and residence 
parks might be provided in each block. 

The plan, Mr. Brown says, has been tried 
in Washington and St. Louis to the general 
satisfaction of the property owners partiei- 
pating. He adds: 

“These ideas would accomplish a great 
many purposes besides those of mere living 
accommodations, as these buildings would 
not only be of a high-class fire-proof mate- 
rials but would allow more open grounds 
around them than the present method of in- 
dividual lots, involving a great waste of 
property in the heart of each block for 


backyards and unsightly outhouses of owners. 


The beautifying of these. blocks would give 
the effect of a park rather than that of the 
ordinary residential city block. This idea 
could be so carried out as to accomplish the 
purpose above outlined and in addition estab- 
lish a division between the white and colored 
neighborhoods, thereby working out a good 
scheme of city planning which would be 
second to none, and instead of this neighbor- 
hood being neglected on account of the ca- 
tastrophe and built up with an indifferent 
class of structures it could, with the proper 
thought and planning, be made into one of 
the most attractive neighborhoods in .the 
entire city.

Ysbrand de Dood. of 420 Peachtree 
street, fomerly of Pliainfieeld, N. J., has 
mailed to Secretary of War Baker plans 
for a new device designed to protect 
battleships and merchantmen from 
torpedoes. 
The device consists of an eveloping 
wall of armor plate buoys, which com- 
pletely surrounds the ship in moments 
of danger, but which, ordinarily is open 
at both ends, allowing for the free 
passage of water between the wall of 
bouys and the sides of the vessel. 
The wall of Buoys is held. ‘at a dis- 
tance of some 15 feet from the sides of 
the vessel by arms attached to the ves- 
sel. The wall of buoys is of narrow 
construction. so as not to im * 3 
speed of the vessel any on geil tha 
stble. Moreover, the wall built ag * 
— so that when — 9 by a tor- 
pedo the injured section may be re- 
moved and replaced by a new one. The 
construction of the wall by sections 
also has two other advantages. First, 
the wall of buoys may be made of any 
length desired and so may be made to 
fit any vessel. Second, it is a “benda- 
ble” wall, thus absorbing shocks to 
some degree, both from missiles and 
from water.

Now, after the Unit- 
ed States is in the war, you propose a 
conference to be held at Stockholm at 
the same time and place when the so- 
called international socialist conference 
— to be held at Stockholm and this

Succulent Onion 


To Be Saved From 
Wicked Plotters 


Boston, May 24.—BEighty-elght cor- 
porations and individuals were indict- 
ed by the federal grand jury here to- 
day for conspiring to monopolize inter- 
state commerce in onions. 

The indictments, which were return- 
ed as a result of a nation-wide inquiry 
into the cost of food conducted last 
winter by Federal Attorney Anderson, 
allege that the defendants divided the 
territory of the country between them 
for the purpose of eliminating competti- 
tion; that maximum prices were fixed 
for the purchase of onions, and that 
the supply was hoarded in order to 
increage prices. 

Mr. Anderson estimated that the an- 
nual crop of onions amounted to 200,- 
000,000 pounds, three-fourths of which 
he said was alleged to have been con- 
trolled by the defendants. In a state- 
ment outlining the case, Mr. Anderson 
said: 

“It is a part of the plan of this asso- 
ciation to have monthly meetings in 
various parts of the country so as to 
get as large an attendance as possible 
of members who might otherwise be 
reached only through the mails. After 


[these monthly meetings the secretary 


issues to the members printed “confi- 
Aential reports” containing a summary 
or review of the amount of onions 
available in various producing sections, 
followed by such suggestions as: ‘The 
bulk of the onion crop is now in the 
hands of speculators. fully 75 per cent 
of whom are members of this asso- 

ciation.’ ' This report shows that the 

movement for the entire United States 
need be only 80 cars per day. re- 
sults rest with the members, and by 
all means arrange to keep onions mov- 
ing regularly. We should not fool 
ourselves ana make this a fictitious 
value market, but be sure of conditions, 
and the key to the situation is to keep 
some moving all the time.’ 

For the 1916 crop the producers 
probably received less than 2 cents per 
pound. In midwinter many of these 
onions were sold to retailers and 
through them to consumers at 10 to 
18”cents a pound. It is claimed by the 
government that this tremendous mar- 
gin between the price accruing to the 
producer and the price paid by the con- 
sumer was largely due to the illegal 
control of the trade exercised by ig 
association.”
